lic schools, and declared that the 
remedy lies only with the people, 
who can bring about a state of 
true democracy’ through “town 
meetings.” “You can have the best 
System of schools in the _ south,” 
said he, “but you must be willing 
to tax yourselves in order to have 
them,” 

The address of Dr .Jones was pre- 
ceded by a short talk by Chair- 
man Edgar A. Neely, who presided, 
and who, after speaking a few mo- 
ments, introduced the recently nom- 
inated candidates, one by one, who 
spoke briefly, thanking the people 
for the honors that had been con- 
ferred upon them.

Columbus, Ohio, November 25.—A 
campaign for the election of Gen- 
eral John J. Pershing, commander- 
in-chief of the American expedi- 
tionary forces in France, to the pres- 
idency in 1920 was formally launched 
in Ohio today by the incorpora- 
tion of “the Pershing Republican 
League.” 

Former United States Senator 
Charles Dick, of Akron, and fourteen 
other préminent republicans of Ak- 
ron ag@d Summit county are spon- 
sors for the movement. Mr. Dick's 
name heads the list of the fifteen 
men who signed the articles of in- 
corporation which were presented 
to the secretary of state today. 

The Pershing League will be for- 
mally organized tonight in Akron. 
It is said that Mr. Dick probably 
will be made president. 

As set forth in the articles of in- 
corporation the purpose of the 
league is to “crystallize the already 
existing sentiment for General John 
J. Pershing as president of the 
United States in 1920 and to wort 
for his nomination and election.”

Although 
a proclamation has been issued de- 
claring that all political power is 
in the hands of the German socialist 
republic and the soldier’s and work- 
men’s council, opposition to such a 
government is growing outside Ber- 
lin, 

A greater part of south Germany, 
including Wurttemberg, Baden and 
Bavaria, has declared it will not 
submit “to the terrorism of the dic- 
tators in Berlin who have replaced 
the kaiser and militarism.” In in- 
dependent republic has also been 
formed in northwestern Germany, 
with Hamburg as the capital. Even 
in Prussia, according to the reports, , 
feeling against the Berlin soldier’a 
and workmen's council is gaining 
ground.

1990 TAX LIMIT 


Figures Adopted by Sen- 
ate Finance Committee 
by Strict Party Vote. 
Republicans Fight Pro- 
posal. 


Washington, November 20.—By a 
strict party vote the senate finance 
committee today decided to recom- 
mend that the yield from the 1920 
revenue bill be limited to $4,000,000,- 
000. Ten democratic members who 
voted for the amount suggested by 
Secretary McAdoo were opposed by 
the seven republicans. 

Before adopting the $4,000,000,000 
limit the committee voted down a 
proposal by Senator Gore, of Okla- 
homa, democrat, to leave. the 
$6,000,000,000 bill of 1919 unchanged 
for 1920 and use the two billion sur- 
plus for paying outstanding gov- 
ernment obligations. The vote was 
9 to 8, Senator Gore joining with 
the seven republican members. 

Republicans object to fixing any 
limit for taxation in 1920 because 
they expect to control both the sen- 
ate and house in the next congress. 
Minority members of the finance 
committee said tonight they would 
take their fight to the floor of the 
senate and some republican leaders 
have said that if the democrats in- 
sist upon this provision of the rev- 


ure by this congress, may be blocked. 

The motion to fix the limit of 
1920 taxes at $4,000,000,000 was made 
by Chairman Simmons. The vote on 
the roll call follows:

The square was cleared of milling 
men only when socialists by ones 
and two and twos and in groups 
broke and fled. The scrimmage in 
the park was then transferred on 
a smaller scale into every neighbor- 
ing street. 

Groups of socialists soon were 
running madly along Fifth avenue 
a half mile north and south of 26th 
street, pursued by shouting uniform- 
ed men. Most of them were hatiess 
and coatless, having lost the major 
part of their garments in the scuffle. 

When they went to the meeting, 
the men, almost without exception, 
wore red neckties, because red flags 
were under the official ban. These 
red ties were the special mark of the 
soldiers and sailors.

DEATH HELD CARNIVAL 
AMONG THE PRISONERS 


Vladivostok, November 25.—Half 
dead from starvation and disease, 
many beyond help, 1,321 survivors 
of the original 2,100 Bolshevik pris- 
oners and refugees in a train sent 
across Siberia by the Czecho-Slovak 
troops fighting in Samara, Euro- 


pean Russia, have arrived at 
Nikolsk, near Viadivostok. 

The journey from the Ural moun- 
tains to the Pacific coast occupied 
six weeks, 

The survivors reached Nikolsk in 
forty cars. The train carried no 
provisions. 

Of the eight hundred persons 
missing from the original total some 
were shot while trvine to escape 
from. the train. Others lost their 
lives by throwing themselves from 
the car windows Disease, starva- 
tion and exposure accounted for the 
remainder. 

When the Czecho-Slovak forces 
captured Samara thev loaded the in- 
mates of the jails into trains ine 
discriminately along with the Bol- 
shevik prisoners of war. The Amer- 
ican Red Cross at Vladivostok has 
rushed doctors to Nikolsk to aid the 
arrivals, who are in a terrible con- 
dition. 

Other train loads of human freight 
in similar straits are now on their 
war eastward over the trans-Siber- 
ian railway. Kight hundred per- 
sons, many of them sick or infect- 
ed, were turned back towards Sa- 
mara because of the lack of hospi- 
tal space,

were a dozen women who formerty 
were nurses in the Bolshevik hos- 
pital at Samara.

NOT YET SELECTED 


No Decision Reached 
Even as to Number—It 
Seems Certain, However, 
House and Lansing Will 
Be Chosen. 


Washington, November 25.—Delay 
in the announcement of the names 
of*the American commissioners to 
the peace conference at Versailles 
is understood to be attributed to two 
causes. First, that no decision has 
been reached asto the number, and 
second, that all of the persons whom 
the president has in mind for places 
have not yet had an opportunity to 
signify their acceptance. 

It is regarded as desirable that 


the number of the American com- 
missioners correspond to the num- 
ber named by each of the great en- 
tente powers. Correspondence by 
cable now is going on between 
Washington and the entente capi- 
tals with the purpose of coming toa 
common understanding on this 
point. 


Small Delegation Favored. 


The belief obtains in some quar- 
ters herethat the size of the dele- 
gation should be very much re- 
stricted. A minimum of as low as 
three has been considered, and five 
seems to meet with some approval. 
It was said today that, although 
this might appear to be a small 
force with which to undertake the 
vast amount of important business 
which is to come before the confer- 
ence, each delegation will be pro- 
vided with a numerous staff of ex- 
perts, capable of dealing with any 
questions that might arise, and that 
probably better progress could be 
made towards the conclusion of 
peace by a limited number of com- 
missioners, who might be expected 
to maintain more intimate relations 
with one another than would be 
possible with a large gathering. 

In connection with the 
cause for delay in announcing the 
names of the commissioners, it was 
said that some of those invited to 
act, particularly -those of party af- 
filiation opposite that of the presi- 
dent, scarcely would care to accept 
until they have had an opportunity 
to study very carefully the instruc- 
tions by which the commissioners 
will be strictly bound.

DR. LIEBKNECHT 
WORKS ON TROOPS. 

Berlin, November 25.—Dr. karl 
Liebknecht, the radical socialist 
leader, is devoting himself primarily 
at present to an effort to influence 
the men returning from the front. 
His henchmen comprise a_e small 
army of red soldiers, who are ac- 
cused of packing various meetings 
sufficiently to secure the majority 
necessary to push through resolu- 
tions and other measures calcu- 
lated to embarrass the present gov- 
ernment. 

Dr. Liebknecht’s agitation in its 
entirety is the official propaganda 
of the Spartacus group of extreme 
radicals. He chiefly directs his at- 
tacks at the proposed national as- 
sembly. - The indications so _ far, 
however, are that his effort to win 
over the returning soldiers has 
failed absolutely, and yesterdav’'s 
meeting was marked by the violent 
opposition of soldiers who are de- 
clared to have been attracted to the 
meeting under false pretenses, 

The radical leader’s oratory 1s 
forceful and vindictive. His princi- 
pal appeal is to the proletariat. 

‘Did the bourgeoisie, while in pow- 
er, permit you to have a voice in 
the government?” he will ask. “No,” 
he answers; “then the workKingman 
must not allow it have a say now. 
We need a government of soldiers 
and workingmen, one typifying the 
proletariat, which will not have to 
bow down before the entente. 

“There must be no dickering with 


entente imperialism. We will dis-. 


pose of that just as we did of the 
German autocracy. The revolution 
is bound also to reach the entente 
countries, but we, who, under the 
2ussians, waste whole years, are de- 
manding that the revolution break 
out in England and France within 
24 hours.”

Trying to Win Soldiers, - 

Philipp Sscheidemann, in Vor- 
waerts, declares that the insecurity 
of the government may be deduced 
from the undisturbed activity of 
the Spartacus faction, “who, in their 
press, their pamphlets and _ their 
meetings, are endeavoring to win 
over the soldiers for Bolshevism.” 

The irony of the situation lies in 
the fact that the freedom of speech 
and of the press, for which the so- 
cial democrats have been clamoring, 
now is proving the chief source of 
menace to the new government. 

An attempted robbegy recently of 
60,000,000 marks belosging to the 
treasury of Field Marshal von Mack- 
ensen’s army, is charged against 
members of the Spartacus faction. 
When the car containing the fuads 
reached the railway station here a 
few days ago it was taken over by a 
detachment of red-badged soldiers 
claiming to represent the Berlin sol- 
diers’ and workmen's goivernment. 

The funds had reached Berlin un- 
der a strong guard, and the expected 
demand made upon the station crew 
caused suspicion and led to an in- 
vestigation by secret service men. 
Notwithstanding apologies to the 
effect that a misunderstanding was 
responsible for the attempted seiz- 
ure, the red guards were arrested 
and interned at police headquarters. 
Their arrest occasioned 
ble resentment among theultra rad- 
cals. They held a meeting, which was 
addressed by Dr. LiebKnecht and 
organized for the rescue. A squad 
raided police headquarters on Thurs- 
day night and succeeded in obtain- 
ing the release of the men impli- 
cated’ on the pretext that they were 
held as political prisoners. 

Von Mackensen’s army now jis on 
its way through Austria for Ger- 
many.

Their homeward movement, 
he said, is dependent almost entire- 
ly upon the limitation of transpor- 
ation facilities.

German liners now in German 
ports, Mr. Baker said, may offer a 
means of expediting the return of 
the American forces. Present plans 
are to use these vessels. to carry 
food to Germany and the secretary 
said it might be found possible to 
make some arrangement under 
which some of General Pershing’s 
men could be sent home on them. 


Soldiers in Cargo Vessels. 

With the removal of the subma- 
rine menace, the war secretary said, 
it would be possible to bring home 
many soldiers in cargo vessels. The 
shipping board is commissioning 
many such vessels from day to day 
and they will be added to the fleet 
available for the return of the 
army. 

For the next several weeks Mr. 
Baker expects returning transports 
to be laden entirely with sick and 
wounded men and those not im- 
mediately available for military 
service, such as the men who have 
been discharged from hospitals in 
France, but who have not fuliy re- 
covered their strength. They will 
be organized for purposes of trans- 
portation into provisional companies 
of from 100 to 150 men with the 
requisite number of officers and 
will be sent to designated camps to 
be mustered out. It is assumed that 
efforts will be made in France to 
put into each provisional company 
men from the same general locality 
in the United States in order to ease 
the demobilization transportation 
problem on this side. 

Secretary Baker also revealed to- 
dav that a general principle to gov- 
ern the payment to be made to Great 
Britain for services rendered by her 
transport fleet or cargo craft in 
transporting or supplying American 
forces had been reached. He said 
that in conference with Lord Read- 
ing, British ambassador, it had been 
agreed that payment to be made by 
either government to the other for 


WORKERS WILL FIGHT 
ANY WAGE REDUCTIONS 


Washington, November 25.—Re- 
duction of present wage scales in 


the United States will be opposed by 
the workers, Frank Morrison, sec- 
retary of the American Federation 
of Labor, said in a statement to- 
night dealing with reconstruction as 
it affects labor. Any decrease in 
wages will mean a lowering of liv- 
ing standards, he said, and this 
workmen will resist. 

“Regardless of the wishes of indi- 
viduals or groups,” said Mr. 
son, “any reduction of present wage 
scales in this country will be op- 
posed by the workers, who will not 
accept wage reductions for the sim- 
ple reason that this procedure will 
lower their standard of living. And 
by standard of living I refer to sub- 
stantial food, clothing, housing and 
all necessaries. to a well-ordered 
life. 

“The cost of living is not a theory 
with the workers, it is a ‘plain, un- 
varnished tale’ that cannot be ex- 
plained away by sophistry. The 
United States bureau of statistics 
saoWs that living costs are mount- 
ing higher and higher. Its report 
for August, this vear. shows an in- 
crease of 2 per cent over last July, 
an increase of 15 per cent between 
August, last vear, and August, this 
vear, and an increase of 70 per cent 
during the five-veur period hetween 
August, 1913, and August, 1918. 

“The right to live comes first, and 
workesr and resist any attempt to 
reduce their living standards, in 
view of present costs, even though 
some employer talks of capturing 
the markets of the world. 

“IT am hopeful that the best 
thought among employers and other 
elements of our citizenship will 
agree that nothing will create more 
internal turmoil than a denial that 
the highest possible living standard 
for workers is the first requisite for 
the America we dream to have. 

“The eight-hour day should be 
accepted by every manufacturer, 
Not only because the transition to 
a peace basis may be orderly 
through the quick assimilation of 
workers, but for the large reasons 
that have so often been advanced 
in favor of a shorter work day.”

IGERMAN APPEALS 


REJECTED BY FOCH 


Marshal Flatly Refuses 
to Modify the Armistice 
Terms—Armistice Com- 
mission in Daily Session 
at Spa. 


Paris, November 25.—The confer- 
ences on the preliminaries of peace 
probably will be held in Paris in- 
stead of at Versailles owing to the 
superior accommodations and cona- 


veniences in the capital. Only the 
formal sessions at concluding stages 
will be held at Versailles. 

The only active sittings now go- 
ing on are those of the joint armi- 
stice commission, which holds daily 
sessions at Spa, the former German 
headquarters, but which now is held 
by the French. French, British and 
German delegates attend the meet- 
ings. General Kudant represents 
Marshal Foch with Commandant 
Sisteron as his assistant. General 
von Winterfeldt is the German mil- 
itary representative, and Mathias 
Erzberger, who also was a member 
of the German armistice delegation, 
participates in most of the sessions. 

me of the meetings are de- 
scribed as having been very animat- 
ed over the efforts of the Germans 
to obtain modification of the terms 
of the armistice. Marshal Foch’s 
reply was a refusal to consider a 
change, and a dispatch from Basel 
gives the text of the marshal’s re- 
ply. which says: 

“No attention can be given to the 
demands presented in General von 
Winterfeldt's letter of November 
The joint armistice commission 
meeting appears to be in accordance 
with clause 34 of the armistice, 
whieh admitted the principle of a 
permanent international armistice 
commission under the direction of 
the allied military and naval chiefs. 
While its duties are restricted to 
the execution of the armistice, it 
is one of the preliminaries which 
will merge later into the sessions 
of the inter-allied conference and 
the peace congress.

Densmore, federal director general 
of employment, that Mooney’s con- 
Viction was irregular, were prom- 
ised developments for today in the 
agitation surrounding Mooney’s 
case. 

According to an announcement by 
H. W. Burton, president of the coun- 
cil, that body will oppose any strike 
intended as a protest against Moo- 
ney’s conviction or execution. The 
council represents 30,000 workers. 

Grand Jury to Probe. 

The grand jury is to meet tonight, 
at which time District Attorney 
Fickert, against whom the pub- 
lished charges are directed, and op- 
eratives employed by Densmore are 
expected to testify. 

The committee of ten appointed 
by the San Francisco labor council 
to personally plead with Governor 
Stephens for a reversal of Mooney’s 
conviction, were to arrange a meet- 
ire date with the governor today. 

As the result of an assault last 
night on Fremont Older, editor of 
The San Francisco Call and Post, by 
District Attorney Charles M. Fick- 
ert, Chief of Police White today as- 
signed two detectives to guard the 


editor. The Call recently published 
a long report of alleged crookedness 
in civil and criminal cases which 
involved Fickert and others. 

Mr. Older today gave a statement 
to the Associated Press, containing 
his version of the resignation of F. 
W. Henshaw from the state su- 
preme court. The Henshaw matter 
was dealt with in the printed report 
to Secretary Wilson, signed by J. EF. 
Densmore, director general of em- 
ployment. 

Older Corrects Judge. 

Mr. Older. said: 

“In replying to the revelations in 
the Densmore report concerning 
himself, F. W. Henshaw said: ‘The: 
Fair case was deci-ed twenty years 
azo. Years after its decision I was 
re-elected to the supreme bench 
and served eleven years of the 
twelve years’ term, resigning under 
no compulsion or agreement with 
Mr. Older or anybody else.’ 

“Mr. Henshaw’s memory is at 
fault. A short time before Hen- 
shaw’s resignation was made pub- 
lic, he asked me for an interview. 
After some preliminary-remarks to 
the effect that he was innocent, he 
said he was an old man, ‘broke,’ and 
the publication of the Dingee story 
would end in a tragedy. ‘If you 
will agree not to publish the Dingee 
story, I will resign from the supreme 
court,’ he said. ‘I can give as a 
reason that I want to into war 
work, and I have written a great 
deal on the subject. In addition. to 
that, I want to help you in the 
Mooney case.’ 

“IT was very much moved by Hen- 
shaw’s plea and _ “replied: ‘Well, 
judge, I am getting on toward the 
end of life myself, and I haven't 
any desire to wound anyone, and it! 
seems to me that if you do as you 
say, you will do that which is suf- 
ficient. I don’t know what more 
you could do.’ 

“A few days later the resignation 
was made public.”

For 
extraordinary herdéism in action near 
Montauville, France, September 12- 
13, 19138. 

“In spite of severe wounds, in- 
cluding two broken ribs, received 
on the first day of his action, Lieu- 
tenant Hall continued at his post 
three days, administering aid 
to thie wounded throughout the 
combat. Numbers of lives were 
saved by his heroic devotion to 
duty.’”’ 

Lieutenant Hall, Sr., until he en- 
tered the army last April, was city 
physician, having held that office 
since its creation in 1912.

18 LIVES WERE LOST 
IN DUMARU WRECK 


November 20. 
Eighteen men from the American 
steamer, Dumaru, lost their lives 
after the vessel was wrecked near 
(juam last month by lightning ex- 
ploding her cargo of gasoline. The 
navy department announced today 
that sixteen of the men died from 
exposure and starvation in an open 
boat and that two others were 
drowned when the boat with four- 
teen survivors was making a land- 
ing at San Jose, L’Oriente, Philip- 
pine Islands, November 9. 

The department announced that 
the message gave the name ot 
‘Frank Bolin, naval ensign,” as 
among the lost, but that as there 
is no such name in the naval reg- 
ister of officers, it was assumed 
that this was a mistake in trans- 
mission and a duplication of the 
name of Frank Bolin, deck boy. 
Advices from Guam at the time the 
Dumaru went down said Ensign A. 
Cc. Holmes, U. S. N., was a passenger 
on the vessel and the department 
has received no further word from 
him. 

With the exception of Ensign 
Holmes .all of the 47 persons on the 
ship now have been accounted for, 
The crew left the ship in three boats 
and two of them were picked up 
soon afterwards. The third reached 
San Jose after days. For ten 
days those in the craft were with- 
out food, and for five days they 
were without water.

SENATORS PUSHING 


Washington, November 25.—Fail- 
ure of coal producing agencies to 
utilize culm banks or waste coal to 
relieve the fue] shortage, and Fuel 
Administrator Garfield's objection 
to Mayor Hylan’s inventory last 
were subject of inquiry today by 
the senate committee 
the fuel situation. 

J. B. Neale, director of production 
for the fuel administration, 
owner of anthracite properties, told 
the committee he knew of no al- 
leged understanding among mine 
owners to keep culm off the market 
asa means of maintaining high 
prices. He attributed the failure of 
the owner of culm banks to utilizt 
fully that produce to a shortage of 
labor and a desire to prevent reduc- 
tion of the output of fresh coal by 
taking men from the mines for the 
work of treating the cheaper grade. 

The committee asked that letters 
of Fuel Administrator Garfield to 
Mayor Hylan objecting to New 
York’s inventory of its coal supply 
be produced, and fuel administration 
officials agreed to present them to- 
morrow. The mayor's letter to the 
police commissioner ordering the 
survey to determine whether favor- 
itism was being shown in the distri- 
bution of coal in New York, was 
read into the record by William P. 
Burr, corporation counsel for New 
York. The mayor declared in his 
letter that while there was a dan- 
gerous shortage of coal in the city, 
the securities of coal-producing 
azencies has increased in Value. 

Figures were given the committee 
by Mr. Neale showing an increase of 
1,183,447 tons in anthracite ship- 
ments for the first six months of 
this year, as compared to the same 
period for 1917, although production 
from last April 1 to November 16, 
fell off somewhat, due to the influ- 
enza epidemic. 

Seventy-five per cent of the an- 
thracite properties are owned by 
railroad companies, Mr. Neale told 
the committee. In answer to ques- 
tions from Senator Reed as to 
whether the railroad-owned mines 
engaged in price-fixing which other 
mines were compelled to meet, Mr. 
Neale said there was no such un- 
derstannding, and that-occasionally, 
if the outside mine owners had an

Washington, November 25.—WNa- 
val estimates for 1920 have been re- 
duced $1,180,315,000 as the result of 
the g'gning of the armistice, Secre- 
tar; cAdoo was informed today 
by Secretary Daniels. The original 
estimate on a war basis was $2,644,- 
307,000, and this has been reduced 
to $1,463:992,000.

States for “Armenian and Syrian 
Relief” in a one-week campaign,

Until the menace of unemployment 
is overcome, untill all labor released 
by the end of the war is absorbed 
in the industrial organization, there 
will be no general demobilization of 
American armies or cancellation of 
war contracts, federal authorities in 
Atlanta stated Monday. The war 
department, the war _ industries 
board and the United States employ- 
ment service, which have been work- 
ing with war time industrial prob- 
lems will now devote attention to 
the problem of the release of this 
labor. 

Weekly surveys of industrial cen- 
ters will be made in order to as- 
certain the conditions of labor in the 
state. This information will be tele- 
zraphed to Washington, where, in 
connection with informaton from 
other centera, a gweneral view of the 
nation’s industrial situation may be 
determined 

These plans were outlined at a 
conference between John C. Saylor, 
special representative of the director 
general of the United States employ- 
mént service, and H. M. Stanley, 
Georgia commissioner of labor. Mr. 
Stanley has named James A. Met- 
calf as staff representative in 
charge of the surveys, for which At- 
lanta and Savannah will be the Geor- 
gia centers.

I could not conform to 
his first command and, of course, 
would not have had I been able to.” 


Given Good Bunk. 


The young officer said that he was 
given a good bunk on the submarine 
and four good meals daily, including 
meat, eggs and real coffee. The fol- 
lowing day, as the submarine was 
cruising about seeking new victims, 
she was sighted by two Ameican de- 
stroyers. 

“While the destroyers were 
plunging toward us we were getting 
under water as rapidly as posible, 


meters,” Lieutenant Isaacs _ said. 
“When the depth bombs began ex- 
ploding every German was at his 
station, tense and and pretty badly 
scared. Now and then a junior of- 
ficer would sing out to the catpain 
that a destroyer was about so far 
away to starboard or port, as the 
case might have been. They were 
recording the positions with their 
listening devices. Then would come 
a depth charge. It is difficult to 
describe just the sensation, but it 
seemed to me much like a dog shak- 
ing a rat, and it was anything but 
pleasant to bein the rat. With each 
explosion a look of horror, would 
flash over the faces of the Germans, 
for they expected every moment 
that one of the charges would be 
fired a bit closer, and they knew 
their craft would not withstand it.” 

Too many destroyers were in that 
area for comfort, so Remy headed 
for the Kiel canal the next night. 
When off the Scandinavian coast, 
Lieutenant Isaacs said he decided to 
attempt to swim to shore when the 
submarine approached _§ territorial 
waters. With his life belt on, he 
was just slipping over the _ side 
shortly after midnighgt when he 
was discovered by Remy himself 
and pulled aboard. 

On arrival at Wilhelmshaven he 
was kept three days on a subma- 
rine “mother” ship and three days 
in a land prison, carefully guarded 
and badly fed. During this time 
he was taken to the German battle- 
ship Kaiser Wilhelm IIL. the flag- 
ship of the fleet, and questined by a 
staff officer. 

“TI finally told him that the United 
States would send so many men to 
France that the battle lines 
wouldn’t hold them,” said the lieu- 
tenant. “I was then taken to Karls- 
ruhe and placed in a hotel room by 
myself the first day. The next day I 
was put into another room with 
eight French officers, it having been 
learned in the meantime that 1 spoke 
French. These rooms, I afterward 
learned, were known as ‘listening 
rooms,’ and they were rightly 
named, The Frenchmen and I found 
three dictaphones and destroyed 
them. The next day I was piaced in 
a room with three British officers, 
and there were distaphones in that 
room.” 


Jumped From Train. 


After a few days at Karlsruhe, 
the lieutenant was started for a pre- 
liminary distributing camp at Vil- 
In the railway car- 
riage with him were two guards, 
He was unaware of conditions at the 
Villingen camp, and decided to try 
to get away from the train if the 
slightest opportunity came. 

“One of the guards seemed to be

dozing while the other was inter- 
ested in something out the other 
side of the carriage, when I dove 
through the carriage window,” the 
officer said. “The train was mov- 
ing more rapidly than I believed, for 
I received an awful bump on the 
head and both of my knees were cut 
on the iron ties of the parralel 
track. 

“I scrambled into the brush as 
best I could. Very soon bullets were 
whistling about me as the train 
had been stopped and guards were 
on my trail. Icould not make speed 
in the condition I was in, so to save 
my life I held up my hands in token 
of surrender when the guards were 
about 75 yards away. 

“When they came up to me one of 
them welcomed me with a blow 
with his rifle. I was beaten and 
kicked and knocked down seven or 
eight times before they finally load- 
ed me back into the train. 

“Arriving at the camp, I was 
swathed in paper bandages—they 
have very littie cloth in Germany, 
you know. Had it not been Tor food 
supplied by the Red Cross I'm sure I 
would have starved to death, but 
with that we fared very well, and 
within a month | had regained my 
strength. There were about 150 
Russian officers and 75 American 
officers in the camp.” 

Lieutenant Isaacs and other of- 
ficers immediatély began to lay 
plans for escape by collecting neces- 
sary articles, such as pieces of wire 
and rope and short boards with 
which to make a ladder if necessary. 
They also traded some of their food 
to a Russian for a pair of wire cut- 
ters he had smuggled into the camp. 
Three different times they had their 
escape plans completed, each time 
with the connivance of a Russian, 
and each time they had reason to 
believe the Germans had been ap- 
prised, and they did not try. 

“Finally we learned that they 
weretotake all the Russians away 
on October 7 and, working without 
the Russians, we planned to try 
again on the night of October 6. 
Fifteen feet from our barred win- 
dows was a high, barbed-wire fence 
which turned inward at the top, 
much the same as at our internment 
camps in the states. Between the 
fence and our window was a ditch 
7 feet wide, filled with scrapped 
barbed wire. We had almost sev- 
ered the bars of the window in the 
room in which I was imprisoned, 
using an improvised saw one of the 
officers had obtained from a Rus- 
sian. 


Improvised Bridge. 


“Two other officers with me were 
to use two tennis court markers, 18 
feet long, as a bridge from our win- 
dow to the top of the barbed-wire 
fence. The wooden markers, which 
we calculated would barely hold us 
when strapped together, were to be 
brought into our room after the roll- 
call at night. 

“We figured that soon after the 
attempt the guards would be at- 
tracted from the main gate, so three 
officers were elected to try a dash 
there at the proper moment. Three 
others were to attempt to get 
through the fence with the wire 
cutters, while two others planned to 
get over. We had fixed the electric 
light wires so that we could quickly 
short-circuit them. This was to be 
done exactly at 10:30 o'clock, when 
every man was to be ready to go. 

“I will tell the name of only one 
of the officers, as I do not know 
the fate of the others. He was Cor- 
poral Harold B. Willis, of Boston, a 
member of the Lafayette Escadrille. 
Hie was one of those who were to 
dash through the gate, and he and I 
had a rendezvous 2 miles from camp. 

“When the lights were extin- 
guished by the short-circuiting, we 
forced the bars as quietly as pagsi- 
ble, and ran out the two markers 
strapped together, and darkened 
with shoe-blacking as much as pos- 
sible in the short time we had. 
There was no moon, but the sky was 
clear. 

“One of the window bars stuck, 
and we made considerable noise 
forcing it, but it didn’t take us long 
to start the risky trip to the top of 
the fence. I got outside all right, 
but there were guards both to my 
right and left. There were no pro- 
tecting trees, so I ran as fast as I 
could with bullets whistling 
about me. 

“I met Willis at the rendezvous 
and we set out southwest. We trav- 
eled at night, slept in the day and 
lived on raw vegetables we took 
from gardens. At last we reached 
the Rhineata point between Schaff- 
hausen and Basle. 


Thoroughly Guarded, 


“We found that at every place 
where we might approach the bank it 
was thoroughly guarded. We de- 
cided then to find a creek, if possi- 
ble, and wade down it until we 
struck the Rhine. The current in 
the one we found was very swift 
and the water cold. Willis had just 
taken off most of his clothes for the 
plunge into the Rhine when he was 
swept away by the current which at 
that point moved about twelve kilo- 
meters an hour.

Following a banquet tendered by , 
the Atlanta Bar association in hon-— 
or of Alexander C. King, given last 
night at the Piedmont hotel, after 
speeches from the judges of various 
courts in Atlanta and Georgia tell- 
ing in the simplicity of utmost sin- 
cerity their regard for him as a 
man and a lawyer, the association 
presented to Mr. King a silver lov- | 
ing cup as a mark of their appre- 
ciation and respect. 

The banquet was given in honor 
of Mr. King’s apointment as solici- 
tor general of the United States 
and as a parting mark of the love 
in which he is held by his fellow 
lawyers before the leaves for Wash- | 
ington to take up his new duties. 

The presentation speech was 
made by Carroll Latimer, in which 
he happily expressed himself as 
“presenting this loving cup, filled 
with a nectar rarer and more de- | 
lightful than that ever distilled | 
from graiw or fruit, the love, hon- 
or and respect in which your fellow 
members of this association hold 
you.” 

Judge Powell Toastmaster. 

The toastmaster of the occasion 
was Judge Arthur G. Powell, presi- 
dent of the association, 

Early in the evening a symbolic 
surrender of the trusts was staged, 
in which the figure representing 
plutocratic and currupt capital sur- 
rendered “lock, stock and barrel’ to 
the new solicitor general. 

The first speaker of the evening 
was Luther Z. Rosser, whose sub- 
ject was “Alex C. King and His Re- 
lations to the Bar of Atlanta.” Mr. 
Kosser declared that the Atianta bar 
was not losing Mr. King, but was 
merely loaning him to the United 
States, and that when he came back | 
Atlanta would take him home again, 
With open heart and open hand. He: 
stressed the need of a man such as: 
Mr. King, who had never feared 
the mob nor the rule of the unthink- 
ing mass. He said that while Mr. 
King was gentleness personified in 
the circles of friendship, in the 
courthouse he was a “bearcat.” He 
concluded by saying that the char- 
acter of the bar was formed by the 
character of its leaders, and he at- 
tributed much of the high standing 
of the Atlanta bar to Mr. King and 
the men like him. 

Judge Beverly D. Evans, of the 
United States district court for the 
southern district of Georgia, spoke’ 
on Mr. King and his relations to 
the federal judiciary. He reviewed 
briefly some of the early ‘impres- 
sions of his associations with Mr. 
King and told how Mr. King had 
been admitted to the bar in At- 
lanta over thirty years ago, 


Judge Gilbert Spcaks. 

Judge Price Gilbert, of the 
preme court of the state, told of 
the high value that Mr. King had 
been to that body on the ntffrerous 
times when he had appeared before 
it in the role of attorney. He stated 
that his knowledge of his cases, 
frank and helpful manner, had al- 
ways been of the utmost aid to the 
court in arriving at his decisions. 

Judge Gilbert said that the recon- 
struction period which we are now 
entering is a more momentous time 
than the darkest hours of the war, 
inasmuch as every man of intelli- 
gence knew what the end of the! 
fighting was bound to be the minute | 
America entered the conflict. He 
said that the world-wide tendency 
to Bolshevikism and anarchy was | 
the most dread potentiality the! 
world had to face, and that until | 
the world settles once more into 
law and order the brains and abil- 
ity of our highest and noblest law- 
yers are required in the highest 
seats of the nation’s courts. 

Judge Nash Broyles told of Mr. 
King and his relations with the 
court of appeals. He referred to! 
the close friendship that had ex-' 
isted between Mr. King and his 
father, and stated that, in his 
opinion, Mr. King’s integrity as a; 
man and a lawyer was his greatest 
asset, 

For the trial courts of Fulton 
county, Judge John T. Pendleton 
stated that he remarked chiefly 
Mr. King’s mastery of the law and 
his love of his practice as a science, 

In his relationship to the state, 
Jovernor Hugh M. Dorsey referred |! 
to Mr. Kine’s work as chairman of | 
the state board of examiners for| 
applicants for admission to the bar.
